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STUDENTS  SHAFTED 


Last  Wednesday,  September  23,  the  Erindale  College 
Council  (ECC)  held  its  first  meeting  of  the  new  school  year. 
The  Council,  composed  of  all  faculty  members  and  a  token 
student  representation,  quickly  resumed  its  usual 
high-handed,  arrogant  manner  of  the  past.  However,  this 
meeting  was  somewhat  unique  in  that  NO  student  reps  were 
allowed  to  vote.  As  it  turned  out,  the  term  of  office  for  all 
student  reps  had  ended  last  May,  a  fact  which  most  reps  did 
not  know.  (Actually,  we  were  never  informed,  though  we 
received  all  the  ECC  propaganda  during  the  summer.) 

The  Council  -  ALL  faculty  members  -  then  proceeded 
to  railroad  the  students  of  this  College.  SAGE  was  given  all 
the  responsibility  for  the  ECC  elections  in  a  unanimous 
vote,  without  say.  Granted  the  ECC  screwed  up  its  own 
elections  last  year,  but  this  does  not  give  the  Council  the 
right  to  foist  off  onto  the  student  council  a  responsibility 
which  is  in  the  realm  of  the  ECC.  Furthermore,  SAGE 
members  were  not  even  consulted  about  the  matter  of 
elections  beforehand. 

The  all-faculty  council  then  had  the  gall  to  hold 
on-the-spot  elections  for  the  Steering  Committee  to  elect  a 
student  of  their  own  choice.  However,  they  managed  to 
throw  us  a  sop  by  saying  that  the  appointment  would  last 
only  until  the  next  ECC  meeting  (Oct  13)  at  which  time  a 
combined  student-faculty  Council  would  hold  another 
election.

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SAC  REP  RAPS 


The  Students  Administrative  Council  (SAC)  acts  as  the 
overall  student  government  in  the  University  of  Toronto  for 
all  undergraduate  students.  It  is  the  focal  point  of  student 
movement  within  the  U  of  T,  including  both  the  Erindale 
and  Scarborough  campuses.  The  Council  is  composed  of 
approximately  60  SAC  reps  elected  from  the  student  bodies 
of  all  the  colleges  and  faculties  within  the  University.  Seats 
on  the  Council  are  allotted  according  to  the  population  of 
the  individual  constituencies  on  the  basis  of  one  rep  for 
every  500  students,  or  part  thereof.  For  example,  last  year 
Erindale  had  about  900  students.  This  entitled  us  to  have 
two  reps  on  Council.  During  the  current  year,  Erindale  will 
be  entitled  to  a  total  of  four  seats  on  Council,  as  our 
population  has  jumped  to  over  1600. 

The  Council  itself  is  divided  into  eight  commissions 
that  watch  over  a  budget  that  approaches  $400,000.  The 
Finance  Commission  establishes  budget  priorities  and  acts 
as  a  watch-dog  over  the  whole  of  the  council  finances. 

The  Cultural  Affairs  Commission  deals  with  culture  and 
what  not.  (i.e.  plays  concerts  dances.) 

Communications  looks  after  The  Varsity,  the 
Handbook  and  Radio  Varsity  (which  for  all  purposes  is 
dead  at  Erindale,  as  we  now  have  our  own  Radio  Erindale.) 

The  External  Affairs  Commission  budgets  money  for 

•    ■ition    probe,    campus    clubs,    SHOUT     and     similar 
<     lizations. 
The     remaining     four    commissions    are    Education, 
services,  Judicial,  and  University. 

The  S.A.C.  Executive  consists  of  the  president,  Rod 
Hurd  (From  Scarboro),  Eric  Miglin,  the  Vice  (from 
Engineering),  and  the  eight  commission  heads.  At  the 
present  moment  Erindale  and  Scarborough  have  little 
influence  on  the  Executive  as  only  one  member,  Rod  Hurd, 
is  not  from  St.  George.  However,  plans  have  been  made  to 


rectify  the  situation  by  giving  both  Scarborough  and 
Erindale  permanent  executive  members  without  portfolio. 
Notice  of  motion  to  this  effect  has  been  given  and  the 
matter  will  be  discussed  at  the  next  general  SAC  meeting, 
Wednesday,  September  30,  at  7:30  in  the  West  Hall  of 
University  College. 

SAC  provides  a  number  of  services  that  are  available  to 
all  students  of  the  University.  Those  services  which  most 
affect  Erindale  students  are  as  follows. 

1 .  SAC  Loans  -  up  to  $200.00  interest  free. 

2.  Legal  Aid  —  counselling  for  any  legal  problems  you 
may  have. 

3.  The  Varsity  —  official  mouthpiece  of  the  student  body. 

4.  Student  Directory  —  the  Hustlers'  Handbook.  A  list  of 
all  students  with  their  phone  numbers,  addresses  and 
(most  important)  sex. 

5.  Blue  and  White  Society  —  attempts  to  sell  U  of  T  to  the 
student  body.  (Sometimes  not  too  successfully.) 

On  the  St.  George  campus,  SAC  provides  a  Reading 
Room,  a  Printing  Bureau,  a  Student  Information  Bureau 
and  the  Free  U  of  T.  These  services  can  be  valuable  if  you 
ever  manage  to  make  it  "Downtown",  but  otherwise  they 
have  very  little  meaning  to  an  Erindale  student. 

I  hope  my  writings  have  been  somewhat  coherent,  as  I 
have  only  attempted  to  explain  the  basis  of  SAC  and  its 
workings  (it  would  take  a  book  to  do  it  all!)  This  is  only 
one  of  a  series  of  articles  which  I  intend  to  write  for  the 
Erindalian  in  order  to  keep  students  informed  about  SAC 
and  its  goings-on.  If  anyone  reading  this  article  would  like

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EDITORIAL 


This  year's  registration  was,  again,  a  fiasco.  The 
registrar's  office  was  obviously  not  prepared  for  the 
onslaught  of  students.

The  small  size  of  staff  involved  in  the 
first  stages  necessarily  led  to  later  confusion.  No  list  of 
procedure  for  registration  was  made  available  to  students  — 
especially  to  freshmen,  who  had  probably  never  registered 
in  such  a  manner. 

Open  hours  of  registration  also  caused  difficulty. 
Certainly,  the  freshmen  were  divided  into  days  by  letter. 
However,  this  was  not  sufficient,  as  was  witnessed  the  first 
day  -  the  registration  procedure  could  not  ingest  even  the 
expected  number. 

Perhaps  this  rush  and  line-up  business  could  be  avoided. 
At  University  of  Alberta,  for  example,  students  register  at 
fifteen  minute  intervals  by  letter  of  last  name.  Perhaps  such 
a  system  could  be  introduced  next  year  at  Erindale. 

However,  registration  week  continually  improves  itself. 
This  year  was  certainly  more  efficient  than  last  year,  what 
with  arrows  and  so  on.  Even  so,  registration  is  more  of  an 
ordeal  than  it  should  be.  Freshmen  found  it  "exhausting", 
"confusing",  and  one,  after  taking  three  days  to  complete 
his  registration,  was  ready  to  quit  before  he  started. 

Let's  not  strangle  the  desire  for  knowledge  with  red 
tape.

On  September  21, 
1970,  the  University  of 
Toronto  Campus  Legal 
Assistance  Centre 
commenced  operation  at  44 
St.  George  St.,  in  the  heart 
of  the  downtown  campus.  A 
program  of  the  Students' 
Legal  Aid  Society  of  the 
University's  Law  School, 
KLAC  is  funded  by  grants 
'from  SAC,  the  Varsity  Fund 
Presidential  Projects  Budget, 
and  the  Graduate  Students' 
Union. 

The  Legal  Assistance 
Centre  is  open  to  all 
students  of  U  of  T  from 
12:30  p.m.  to  6  p.m., 
Monday  to  Friday,  and  will 
be  staffed  by  volunteer  law 
students  from  U  of  T  Law 
School.  These  students  will 
do  everything  possible  to 
aid  those  seeking  help  in  the 
resolution     of     their     legal 


difficulties. 

Sid  Valo,  a  third,  year 
law  student  and  Director  of 
CLAC,  stresses  two  points: 
the  people  working  in  the 
office  are  students,  not 
lawyers;  and  every  resident 
of  Ontario  has  a  right  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Ontario 
Legal  Aid  Plan  which 
provides  lawyers  to  those 
unable  to  afford  counsel.  He 
points  out  that  CLAC  seeks 
to  aid  those  who  do  not 
qualify  under  the  Ontario 
Plan,  and  who  cannot  afford 
a  lawyer.
